A JUDGMENT TWICE ASSIGNED. 


Mr. Baker Exonerated—The Mt. WII- 
son Difficuity—United States 
Court — New Cases 
—Notes. 


The prominence given to Clayton 
White, Esq., by the trouble with his 
ex-wife, in which he broke her collar 


xa bone, Sunday morning, will be in- 


creased by an episode which took place 
last Friday in Judge Van Dyke’s court. 

He was present in court Friday 
afternoon, and desired to present a 
motion to Judge Van Dyke in cham- 
bers. The request was not granted, 
however, and when the courtroom was 
about cleared, Mr. White moved the 
Court to allow him to withdraw an 
assignment of a judgment from the 
judgment roll. 

Judge Van Dyke desired to know 
why the request should be allowed, 
when Mr. White stated that, in some 
manner unknown to him, there ap- 
peared two assignments of the judg- 
ment. He further stated that the ex- 
tra assignment must have become 
mixed up with his papers, and he over- 
looked the matter. 

After hearing Mr. White, the Court 
failed to see the proposition through 
the same eyes that White did, and de- 
nied the motion. 

An inspection of the papers on file 
in the County Clerk’a office revealed 
the following state of facts: 

In October, 1889, Mr. White pro- 
cured a judgment in the Superior 
Court against Eugene J. Swan for 
$7600, upon a failure on the part of 
the defendant to live up to the terms 
of aland agreement. 

In January of this year the follow- 
ing assignment of the judgment was 
made: 

Los ANGELES, Cal., January 2, 1890. 

For value received I hereby assign, sell 
and set over to F. L. Fioyd all my right, 
title and interest in and to the within 
judgment, No. 11,089, alnst Eugene J. 
Swan, to have and hold the same as fully as 
tome belongs. Witness my hand, day and 
year above set forth. CLAYTON WHITE. 

This assignment was not merely filed 
in this county, but was sent on to Min- 
neapolis, Hennepin county, Minn., and 
there filed for record, the filing showing 
on the back of the instrument. 

Singularly enough, however, White 
made a second assignment of the 
judgment. It wasin April, and was 
as follows: . 

I, Clayton White, within named, of the 
city of Los Angeles, State of Calitornia, in 
consideration of the sum of $7600 in hand 
paid by Henry Hl, of the city of Minneap- 
olis, State of Minnesota, hereby sell, as-

About a month ago in Minne- 


apolis obtained a certified copy of the 
two asignments on record and they were 
forwarded. Mr. White claims that 
the assignment he wishes to withdraw 
from the roll is a mistake, and that he 
bad no intention of selling the judg- 
ment twice. One of the singular 
features about this particular assign- 
ment is, however, that it bears the fil- 
ing of the County Clerk of Hennepin 
county, Minn., where it was recorded. 
The assignments also are to different 
persons. 

Yesterday morning White called at 
the TrmEs office and left a type-written 
statement, dénying the main facts of 
the article in reference to the assault 
on his wife. White denies, in fact, 
that any assault was committed, but 
ssysthatin a heated discussion with 
his wife, who is very nervous, she be- 
came frightened and ran from the 
house screaming. He says that he 
followed her,in the hope of getting 
her back into the house and prevent- 
ing a scandal, but before he could get 
her back her screams had been miscon- 
strued and tortured into the reports 
that are current. He denies that any 
pistol was exhibited, and says that his 
wife hurt her shoulder by falling on 
the sidewalk during the struggle, and 
asks a suspension of public opinion 
until the whole matter can be investi- 
gated. 

White was yesterday afternoon ar- 
rested ona complaint sworn to by 
Police Officer Gridley, charging him 
with the assault upon his wife Sunday 
morning. The complaint was filed in 
Justice kwood’s court and was is- 
sued from the District Attorney’s 
office. 

MR. BAKER EXONERATED. 

Yesterday morning Deputy District 
Attorney Diehl went before Justice 
Savage and asked to have the case 
against Timothy Baker, Jr., dismissed. 
The request was concurred in by De- 
tective A. B. Lawson, who had become 
convinced that there is nothing in the 
charge. Mr. Bakér was charged with 
having sent a threatening letter to 
Mrs. C. L. Fisher. The charge grew 
out of the unpleasant relations exist- 
ing between Mr. Fisher and his 
mother-in-law, Mrs. L. M. Thompson, 
whose interests Mr. Baker was pro- 
tecting. An examination by experts 
demonstrated that the hand-writing 
aoe the anonymous letter and that 
of Mr. Baker were entirely dissimilar. 
He was discharged and completely ex- 
onerated from having anything to do 
with it. 

UNITED STATES COURT.

Michael Ryan pleaded guilty to the

In her essay on “Justice to the 
Jews,“ Miss Whitlock said that from 
the earliest, days of the Christian era 
the Jews have been hated und perse- 
cuted.

The Jews 
have proved themselves a capable peo- 
le, and they are rapidly rising to the 
eading positions of trust in every 
land. Their exclusivenessis in part 
due to their sufferings, nor can we 
charge them with greater trickery in 
business than is practiced by others. 
Religion, trade, outward appearances 
should not prevent our recognizing 
the Jew as a man. 

Miss Curran, of the senior class, 
about to graduate, took for her essa 
the practical „What to Read.“ 
The number of ks offered for our 
reading today, she said, is so great 
that careful choice is necessary. Our 

randmothers had little time for read- 
ng and few books to choose from. 
But in these days woman hasa broader 
field, and more is demanded of her. 
In the first eg we should read at- 
tentively what interests us. History 
and biography attract the industrious 
reader. Modern histories are the more 
philosophical. We should read, not to 
memorize dates, but to understand 
causes.

In all our reading 
we should remember that books are 
not dead things,“ but that we receive 
from them the best life thoughts of 
their authors.

Miss Maclay asserted that the old 
prejudice against women’s engaging in 
work beyond the dumestic sphere was 
dying out.

Moreover, many 
women have no home to adorn and are 
driven by necessity to compete for a 
living with men. Such competition 
does not destroy womanliness, but de- 
velops self-control and independence. 
Why debar women from being physi- 
cians, professors in colleges, lawyers 
and merchants? Women have already 
demonstrated their ability for such 
things, and there is one profes- 
sion for which they are specially 
fitted, that of physician to their own 
sex. After giving statistics showing 
what women have already done, Miss 
Maclay concluded by saying that the 
sphere of anything was that which it 
is competent to fill; that a woman has 
her own life to ive and to answer for, 
and that women demanded equal op- 
portunities with men.

Death of Little Pauline Cohen Last 
Evening.

able condition no accident could have 
occurred. There is a deep gulch of at 
least four feet, with dirt piled high on 
each side, rendering it unsafe for any 
vehicle, and when the runaway reached 
this gully, it proved a death trap for 
the unfortunate child. Every resident 
in the neighborhood strongly condemns 
the condition of the streets in that 
vicinity. The remains of little Paul- 
ine will be interred today at 2 o’clock 
from the residence of her parents on 
Lovelace avenue. 


SUDDEN DEATH. 


An Aged Clerk Drops Dead at His 


Post. 

Richard Walsb, one of the oldest and 
best-knuwn dry-goods clerks in the 
city, dropped dead from heart disease 
yesterday morning between 10 and 11 
o’clock, in the store of J. T. Sheward 
on Spring street, where he had been 
employed for some time past. . Mr. 
Walsh was apparently in his usual 
health when he came to the store in 
the morning, and proceeded with 
his duties, the first intimation that 
anything was wrong with him 
being when he fell to the floor behind 
his counter, and hefore any one could 
reach him he was dead. Coroner Mer- 
edith was at once notified, and the 
body was removed to Orr & Sutch’s, on 
Spring street, where an inquest was 
held yesterday afternoon, the jury re- 
turning a verdict of death from nat- 
ural causes, 

Mr. Walsh was 70 years of age at the 
time of his death. He had been living 
in Los Angeles for the past ten years, 
and occupied several positions here. 
He had no family in this city, his two 
sons residing in San Francisco. They 
were notified by telegraph of their 
‘father’s death, and wired instructions 
for the body to be shipped to San 
Francisco for interment, which was 
done last night.

THREE MEN FATALLY INJURED. © 


Narrow Escape of Four Others— 
Detalis of the Sad Affair— 
Carelessness the Cause 

of the Disaster. 


took place on the line of the Southern 
Pacific near Southside, by which three 
men will lose their lives. A gang of 


seven section men, under foreman John 
Sullivan, were going up the road on a 


handcar when they saw the first section 
of freight train No. 21 coming down 
on them. They lifted their car from 
the track and let the train pass. They 
then placed their car back on the 
track and started on without noticing 
that the train was flagged, showing 
that another train was not far behind, 
They had gone but a short distance 
when they started over a long trestle, 
which is between forty and fifty feet 
high. When abouthalf way across the 
bridge they noticed another train, the 
second section of No. 21, only a few 
yards from them. They were 
HORRIFIED AT THE SIGHT, 
and must have lost their heads com- 


pletely, for instead of dropping 
under the trestle and holding 
on until the train over 


passed 
them, the whole eight made a wild 
jump for the ground. They knew that 
the ground at the bed ofthe dry steam 
is soft, and they must have thought 
they could escape witb a few bruises, 
but in this they were mistaken, for 
four of them were seriously hurt, and 
were not expected to 
LIVE THROUGH LAST NIGHT. 

The foreman, John Sullivan, was 
considerably bruised about the chest, 
and his right arm was broken. Another 
man named William Smith had his 
skull fractured, and received some 
ugly bruises about the shoulders. 
Section-hand Murray’s back was broken 
and he cannot = recover. 
Another one named Furlong had both 
shoulders broken, and it is impossible 
for him to live. The other four men 
escaped with a few slight bruises.

The Disappearance of the Vine 
Disease. 

SANTA ANA, Jone 23:—[Correspond- 
ence of Tun Trwes.| The fruit-grow- 
ers of Santa Ana Valley are jubiliant 
over the happy prospects of large yields 
and good prices this season for nearly 
all kinds of fruit. The viticulturists 
are especially hopeful that the dreaded 


departed, and believe that Orange 
county may again take her place as a 
first-class grape-producing section. ; 

Along the foothills and the country 


surrounding El Modena, McPherson, 
Placentia, Anaheim, Orange and 
Tustin, localities where in former times 


the richest varieties of piti- 
cultural products thrived in 
profusion, but which have 


yielded nothing since the epidemic 
reached these sections, the vine has 
once more put forth new life. Old 
vines which all along were supposed to 
have been dead are now again sprout- 
ing from the roots, and this fact is 
pointed to as being evidence that the 
disease, though disastrous in on 
effects while it lasted, is not of a per- 
manent nature 
only. Many old vineyardists who had 
given up all hope of ever again making 
their land produce rich results from the 
culture of the grape, have taken new 
heart, and have resolved to enter again 
upon the growth of the vine, being 
most sanguine as to future results. 

During the scourge that visited this 
section, and which was almost fatal 
in results as regarded many of the 
growers financially, the wild grape- 
vines, which formerly grew in luxuri- 
ant profusion along the mountain- 
sides and within the different cafions 
that open as the foothills are reached, 
have again showed dew vigor and lif 
and this is regarded as being of g 
omen. 

Should the coming months of July 
and August pass and no signs 
of a recurrence of the malady 
show itself, viticulturists and fruit- 
growers generally will rejoice and 
a reviving of the prosperous times of 
old may be expected. and thac has 
so long remained idle will not have 
suffered, and the yields may be ex- 
pected to be large. Many newcomers 
who managed to cultivate a quantity 
of land, and who were in a position to 
pay off former liabilities incurred on 
their holdings when first purchased 
received a set-back from the disease of 
the vine that it was difficult to over- 
come. Should the industry once more 
become profitable the valley will again 
be heard from as a prosperous and 
thrifty wine and raisin producing 
country. F.

His Honor. in calling attention to the 
fact that he had been misrepresented, mis- 
represents the Sewer Committee, and, not 
being content with this, occupies a large 
space mofalizing on what that committee is 
wrongly credited with saying, but which is, 
in fact, an emanation from his fertile brain. 
He says “a decent respect should be paid to 
all suggestions looking to the protection of 
the public interests.“ And why should not 
such suggestions be made in a decent way? 

If the Mayor knows where cheaper pipe

Few people have an adequate concep 
tion of the amount of money which is 
needed to carry on the printing busi- 


‘gs ness Of the Nation, at Washington. I 
costs the people a quarter of a million 


dollars a month. There is need of a 
statesman and reformer who will, be 
honest enough to correct the growing 
abuses in this office without crippling 
it. The net expenditures on account 
of that invaluable publication, the 
Congressional Record, which purports 
to give a verbatim report of the pro- 
ceedings of Congress, amounted to the 
pretty sum of one hundred and ninety- 


five thousand four hundred and twen- 


ty-two dollars. It should, of course, 
be understood that the grand aggre- 
gate above given includes the printing 
of bills, resolutions, reports, calendars, 
etc., for Congress, as well as blanks, 
envelopes and letter-heads for that 
body, and also for the executive and 
judicial departments, and in addition 
thereto a variety of other matters, be- 
sides documents for free distribution. 
Superintendent Ames of the Inte- 
rior Department, as reported by a 
Washington correspondent of the Chi- 
cago Tribume, estimates that the num- 
ber of public documents issued by the 
Government annually for free distri- 
bution is not less than one million vol- 
umes, the cost of printing and binding 
which exceeds eight hundred thousand 
dollars. This estimate is probably 
within bounds, and it includes only the 
two items named—printing and bind- 
ing. It does not cover the prodigious 
cost of the copy“ which makes the 
volumes, or the cost of materials and 
labor in wrapping, addressing and 
placing a million volumes, more or 
less, in the postoffice; or the cost of 
transporting them in the mails, all 
of which expenses are borne by the 
Government, and which amount to a 
large sum anoually. In this relation 
it may be added that the Government 
pays more for copy“ and the prepara- 
tion of it, for its free documents—ex- 
clusive, of course, of the Record, the 
statutes at large and a few other pub- 
lications—than authors or magazine 
and newspaper writers in the United 
States as a rule receive for their work.

Finally Passed 


In Spite of the Usual Opposition from 
the Minority. 


The House Devotes the Day to the 
Interest of the District of Colum- 
bia, but Accomplishes 

Very Little. 


WASHINGTON, (D. C.,) June 23.—[By 
‘the Associated Press.] Senate.—Mr. 
Ingalls offered a resolution, which was 
agreed to, instructing the Committee 
on Privileges and Elections to inquire 
as to the date when, under the law 
and precedents, the salaries of the 
Senators from Montana, Washington 
and North and South Dakota began. 

The Senate resumed consideration of 


the Agricultural College Aid Bill.

Standing Armies. 

The earliest standing army in Europe 
was that of Macedonia, which was es- 
tablished about 358 B.C. by Philip, 
father of Alexander the Great. It 
was the second in the world’s history, 


having been preceded onl 15 that 
of ostris Pharaoh o gypt. 
who organized a military caste 


about 1600 B. C. Of modern stand- 
ing armies, that formed by the Turkish 
janissaries was first, being fully organ- 
ized in 1362. It was a century later 
that the standing army of France, the 
earliest in Western Europe, was estab- 


compagnies d’ordannance, numbering 
9000 men. Rivalry then compelled the 
nations to adopt similar means of de- 
fense. In England a standing army 
proper was first established by Crom- 
well, but was disbanded under Charles 
II. with the exception of a few regi- 
ments called the Life Guards or 
Household Brigade. This was the 
nucleus of the present army, which, 
though practically a standing army, 
is not legally so, being provided for
